The general impression in the 
neighborhood seems to be that the 
cause of the unusual sound was 
either the descent of a meteor or 
else an earthquake. It was snow- 
ing lightly at the time, and at first 
it was thought that the noise was a 
rumble of thunder, but this idea 
was. soon dispelled because of its 
continuity, and the fact that there 
was no rise and fall to it such as a 
peal of thunder, no matter how 
prolonged, produces. 

The North Country is in a great 
state of excitement over the phen- 
Omenon and word is anxiously 
awaited from further north; as it 
has been found that the sound has 
been heard east, west and south for 

distance of half a hundred miles, 
and it is assumed that, coming from 
the north as.it did, something as to 
its cause may be reported from that 
direction.
